NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


~The Chovevi Zion Association having laid sufficient ** ground bait” 
by public meetings, is now engagei in making energetic efforts to secure 
the necessary funds wherewith to commence practical operations in colonising 
a tract of land in Gilead already secured at a cost of £2,000, It is 
somewhat reassuring to observe the modest tone of the appeal, such a 
striking contrast to too many of the extravagant speeches at some of the 
meetings, for which possibly the Executive was not responsible. It should 
be remembered that there is even more enthusiasm excited in Christian 
circles, than in Jewish, over the idea of helping forward the work of re-peopling 
the Land of Israel with descendants of its former inhabitants. And we 
shall be surprised if the appeal of the Chovevi Zion does not open the 
pockets, as well as the hearts, of many of these true lovers of Zion. On two 
important points, we have been assured, the Executive have satisfied them- 
selves. There is little fear of disturbance from the local Bedouins, and, 
more significant still, the Turkish Government regard with favour the estab- 
lishment of the proposed colonies. Any idea of international complications 
arising out of the present movement need not beentertained. Thisis only 
a modest step in settling 50 families, and much more must happen defore 
the Chovevi Zion Association will he other than an innocent rallying- 
point for those who ardently believe in, and desire practically to 
help forward, the Jewish colonisation of Palestine. It should, however, 
be pointed out that the tract of land in Gilead is not in Palestine 


. proper, though it is within the limits of the ancient ref: Jisral, 


The name of Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P , appended to the appeal as Chief 
Treasurer, guarantees that the money will be faithfully applied in furthering 
the objects for which it is invited. 


French Judaism has sustained an irreparable loss. M. Isidore Loeb, 
whose death we record with deep regret, was a man of various parts and 
powers. He was at once a student and a man of affairs ; a combination rare 
enough in these days, but at one time far from exceptional. Especially 
among the Jews there were found men in the past who gave their days to the 
public service and their nights to scholarship. In Spain and Italy many noble 
Jews devoted themselves at once to their country and to literature, and olten 
one might note in Jew sh mcdiwval history instances of government by philo- 
sophers. In England we possessed in Ur. Asher a puvlic worker who had 
all the instincts of the scholar, and in several points of his character a 
parallel might be drawn between the late Secretary of the United Synagogue 
and M. Isidore Loeb who has now gone to his eternal rest. M. Loeb, how- 
ever, was © more productive student, and has Jeft behind him lasting monuments 
to his talents. It is but a very !ew weeks since we quoted a passage from 
his remarkable series of art‘cles on the Second Isaiah, which furmed one of 
the many contribntions of permanent value he made to the Revue des Etudes 
Juives, which M. Loeb edited practically, if not inname. It will come as a 


‘surprise to many to know that for many years M. Loeb was one of the 


Editors of the Petit Journal, the most widely read daily paper in France. 


The learning of M. Loeb was, as we have said, combined with equally 
marked powers of administration. Bat these qualities, whether in isolation 
or union, would hardly have sufficed to make M. Loeb’s personality what it 
actually was. His ability was sweetened by a genial sympathy and by the 
absence of anything approaching conceit. He had quite a horror 
of self-advertisement, and had none of the vanity whieh, 
producing a whole shoal of smaller vices, sometimes injuriously affects the 
relations between a genuine scholar and his contemporaries. M.~ Loeb 
occasionally visited London, and men who themselves were not students were 
astonished to find in the French celebrity remarkable business capacity 
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causes universally popular, and this popularity was not gained at the expens® ( COLONEL GOLDSMID IN 


of firmness and consistency. M. Loeb waa thus a unique public worket 
whose death creates a gap that will not readily be bridged over. The Jews 
of France lose one of their leading lights, and we in England who have been 
among the admirers of his talents and character, and the gainers by his 
public-spirited labours, cannot refrain from adding our respectful tribute to 
his memory.

Dr, M. Kayserling of Buda Pesth has compiled a useful little work of 
reference, His ‘* Gedenkblitter” (T. Grieben, Leipzig, 1892), contains an 
alphabetical listof the famous Jewish characters who have appeared on the 
scene during the nineteenth century. The array is a splendid one, and Jews 
may reasonably rejoice that the response to the Mendelssohnian revival was so 
ready and socomplete. The names include most of those who have created 
modern Jewish scholarship, but there are also many representatives of Jewish 
literature and art. Dr. Kayserling, though himself a scholar, does not 
depreciate the work of mere men of affairs. These find their due record in 
the list, as do those who may be termed social politicians. (rabriel Riesser, 
Adolph Crémieux, Ignatz Kuranda, Eduard Lasker, Charles Netter, and 
(though Dr. Kayserling strangely omits his name) Ferdinand Lassalle, were 
all men who who were at once Jews and workera on behalf of the general 
advancement. The biographies supplied by Dr. MKayserling are bald but 
concise, and they are only occasionally wanting in proportion. Thus, while five 
lines are given to the enumeration of the works of Herxheimer, two lines 
and a half suffice to describe the writings of the recently deceased Prof. 
Graetz, Consideringthat Dr. Kayserling’scompact dictionary surveys the 
whole of the 1th century Jewry in all lands, it is not wonderful that some 
names are overlooked, He misses the Hebrew writers, Mappo and 
Smolensky, while Levy (of Breslau), and Kalisch (of London), were as 
deserving of mention as many of those whom Ir. Kayserling includes. 
But what one specially misses are the names of famous Jewish women. 
Where is Rachel?) Where Emma Lazarus—to quote two whose fame was 
based on widely different grounds. The omission of Jewesses is the more 
extraordinary, seeing that Dr. Kayserling himself is the author of a compila- 
tion that deals exclusively with Jewish women. Despite these defects, 
Dr. Kayserling’s present little work,: which can be purchased for a few 
pence, will be found to be at once handy and time-saving. 


Two articles of specifically Jewish interest appear in the June number 
of the Nineteenth Century, and they may well be read together. The Earl 
of Dunraven will have considerable difficulty in persuading the intelligent 
public of England that this country has suffered from the presence of Russian 
Jews nurtured on the fine moral food provided by the “ Great Jewish 
Rabbis,” about whom Dr. Wright discourses with learning and sympathy. 
The question of the Alien Immigration deserveg close attention from its 
economical side, but English morality will not be the loser by the accession 
of the sturdy adherents of a code of conduct unparalleled for its rigour and 
thoroughness. Dr. Wright travels over familiar ground, but he adds novelty 
by his freshness of style, and indeed presents some new points of striking 
interest. Jewish readers will find much to repay them in the stories he 
tells of the great religious thinkers who organised and perfected Rabbinism, 
and left to posterity not only their literary remains, but the 
inspiring example of their lives. Dr. Wright, we fancy, will for 
the first time introduce, even to Jewish readers, many works written by Jews. 
It is regrettable, but it is true, that several of the books enumerated by Dr. 
Wright as the authorities for his statements are quite unknown to the bulk 
of our community. It is, however, comforting and useful to find these 
materials utilised by a competent hand in a way that makes the ordinary 
reader imbibe learned matter, while he thinks, perhaps, that he is but whiling 
away a pleasant hour.

THE ARGENTINE. 
We have already mentioned that Lieut-Colonel Goldsmid arrived at 

Juenos Ayres by the “ Clyde ” on the 12th of April last. Information has now 
reached us that he has lost no time in energetically fultilling his arduous Mission 
in endeavouring to organise the Hirsch Colonies. There were but too many 
indications that his masterful supervision and directing capacity were neede} 
on the spot. One of his first acts was to publish a carefully worded © venera! 
order ” that the managers of the colonies would be held responsible for adminis 
tration by a judicious blending of firmness and kindness, and that tle contidence of 
the colonists should be gained by respect of religions obligations—which applied 
to Jews and Christians alike. The reference to * respect otf religious obligations ” 
was necessitated by the high handed proceedings of the late manager of the 
“Santa Clara " colony, who had exhibited an extraordinary desiré to prevent the 
colonists from observing the Passover according to the prescribed ritual, Muet, 
time and labour have been spent on revising accounts and reports of the superin 
tendents, some of whom have been dismissed, Colonel Goldsmid hag also visited 
the colony * Mauricio ” (so named after Baron de Hirsch), which was found in an 
unsatisfactory state. Altogether, the work of overhauling the colonies generally 
is greatly taxing the energies of the new Director-General. 


JEWISH COLONISATION IN THE ARGENTINE. 


[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT, | 


After the many inaccurate accounts which lave been spread about, on the 
capability of the Russian Jews to colonise in the Argentine, a report by 
Professor Lowenthal deserves special attention, Until Cotonel Goldsmid went. 
Prof, Lowenthal directed Baron Hirsch’s work in the Argentine, and the latter 
knows exactly the state of things there, and 1s enabled to give the most reliable 
accounts. These are so reassuring, that the hopes, which are centred in the 
success of Colonel Goldsmid’s mission may be looked upon as justified, 

Professor Lowenthal writes :—The Russian Jews, in spite of immense 
difficulties at the beginning, caused by being too prematurely sent to the 
Argentine, have on the whole behaved well. ‘hey are sober, industrious, and 
eager to learn. The artisans amongst them are skilled and diligent, the work- 
shops (smithy, lock-smithy, bakery, shoe-making, carpentery, and tinkery) 
established by me, have produced exceedingly tavourable results. Thus, for 
instance. from the middle of September until December, 1801, all the tools for 
the other workshops, and all the repairs for numerous agricultural machines 
altogether 417 items, were done in the primitive forge, which has only one fire, 
The cooking and other tin utensils were all made by the tinker in the workshop 
(established shortly before my resignation) at a third of the price otherwise paid 
in Buenos Ayres, and the work was excellently carried out. The Russian Jews 
have also accustomed themselves willingly and quickly to the strange agricul- 
tural labour, In Mauricio 50 men were engaged in surveying, 20 with cattle, 100 
with harvesting 1,500 acres of wheat, planted by former colonists, During the 
harvest in December 8) to 100 Jews worked as labourers on the neighbouring 
estates. They behaved exceedingly well in all these places, after being taught 
a very short time, so that Dr, Aguilar, physician at the Hospital San Roque, in 
Buenos Ayres, and proprietor ot the estate Settimano near Mauricio, who had 
employed about 20 men on his estate, wrote of his own accord a notice of the 
excellent conduct and labour of the Russian Jews in the Vacion, Thus the 
labourers in Mauricio were able in three months, through their work, to 
contradict the general opinion expressed also in the Argentine, “ Russian Jews 
can only barter, not work,’ The popular behef of the bodily incapacity of the 
Russian Jews for bard work has aiso proved to be unfounded, They handled in 
Mauricio the hammer with the same power and aptness, and showed at the 
fatiguing work at the mowing and threshing machine in the South American 
heat the same perseverance as labourers ot any other nationality, From my 
observation as a physician I am convinced, that they are on the whole, better 
fitted for hard work, as the two great enemies of the labourers, intemperance and 
syphilis have not weakened the parents nor-degenerated the children. Habitual 
drunkenness is most seldom amongst the Russian Jews (although they do not 
despise a glass of “schnapps,” and sometimes get drunk at weddings, etc.) ; 
syphilis, does not exist amongst them. In consequence, | have only found one 
per cent, unfit for work through constitutional weakness, chiefly. scrofula,. On 
the other hand, in 1880, on examining Argentine colonies at the instigation of 
the Government of the Argentine, 1 found amongst colonists and emigrants of 
different nationalities eight per cent., nay, even fourteen per cent. incapacitated 
through intemperance, syphilis and scrotula. ‘These figures, and their sutticiently 
scientific foundation, speak more convincingly for the great and probably even 
greater worth of the Russian Jews as colonists, especiully when one takes into 
consideration the younger generation, growing up in the strengthening and free 
agricultural labour than all the words to the contrary, of those who have 
never seen Jewish or any other colonists, 

Naturally, to gain favourable results, one must look upon the Russian Jews 
justly and as human beings, treat them according to their manners, know their 
character, speak their language, and respect their feelings and situation. Thus 
one must not expect that pediars and townsmen unaccustomed to manual work 
can become in a day, without any apprenticeship, perfect agriculturists, ‘This 
equally applies to colonists of every other nationality. Proressor Loewenthal 
advises the poor Russian Jews not to be tempted to go at their own risk to the 
Argentine, but to await the development of the work of colonisation of Baron 
Hirsch, until it is ready for settlers. Russian Jews having means are to unite 
in “co-operative groups.” ‘These groups must, at least, consist of 30 families, 
with a capital of about £6,000, ‘they must nave amongst them 6U adults, 
accustomed to work, and six practical agriculturists. The co-operative groups 
may extend to 100 families. Every group is to choose two authorised persons, 
with whom one can discuss accurately in Europe all details connected with 
emigration, settlement, and share of work before the settlers leave their 
Russian home. In this way many of the disadvantages would be avoided, which 
some of the emigrants even if they have money, are exposed to. According to 
Prof. Loewenthal’s opinion the Argentine is no very tempting province for 
manufacturers and meréhants. ‘The agricultural industry alone promises, at 
present, to yield the best results,

THE RESTRICTION OF IMMIGRATION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir,—It might have been hoped that Mr. Nathan Joseph's trip to the 
(‘ontinent in search of repose would have softened his heart somewhat to the 
thousands of his co-religionists, from the aged on the brink of the grave to 
the infant at its mother’s breast seeking for nourishment which she cannot give 
it, who wander abroad—not in search of health or pleasure—but driven by 
ruthless tyranny from their homes, but no, fiat justitia (7) ét ruat calum,. Such 
a large influx of poor might cause an anti-Semitic feeling, and this we must 
avoid though thousands of our fellow-creatures might perish in consequence ! 
And here let me remark that the anti-Semitic feeling which, to the shame of 
Germany, spread from there over the greater part of Europe, does not owe 
its origin to any large Jewish immigration, for it took its rise some years before 
such immigration took place, and furthermore that it would é¢reate a far greater 
anti-Semitic feeling were the well-to-do Jews, here, in the consciousness of their 
comfortable position, to take steps to keep out of the country their less favoured 
brethren. Mr. Joseph appeals to the Jewish Members of Parliament to adopt 
his views in order to shut the gates of this country to these poor people. I can- 
not believe that England will cast aside the brightest gab in her crown—the 
admission of the persecuted of all classes, and less still that the Jewish Members 
of Parliament would seek to bring this about. Hitherto, happily, the influx of 
these poor people has not added to the rates, and | think that as long as there 
are Jewish hearts—Rachmonim beni rachmonim—they will still consider it their 
duty to maintain their poor, If Mr. Joseph does not desire to do SO he need 
not invoke the aid of Parliament, let him for himself refuse to assist them. 
Happily 100 years ago such feelings as those which prompt Mr. Joseph did not 
exist, otherwise our community might have been deprived of some of its best 
members and possibly even of himself.

Having thus caught them, I aim at subjecting them pleasantly to a whole- 
some spirit of discipline and self-respect, and at strengthening their character 
against some of the temptations that beset the young and impressionable in 
this great city. But beyond this, although it will not be brandished before 
their eyes, an endeavour will be made to keep up and widen the work of 
school and religion class amongst them, to promote 2 more extended knowledge 
of Hebrew, and to encourage the faithful observance of Sabbath and other 
sacred institutions. None will, | think, contest the need for some such opera- 
tions, Nor would it injure Jewish young men already well-trained physically, 
to have exhibited to them a working combination of religious ardour with 
muscular efliciency. 
_ . It is just because these spiritual aspects of work among our growing lads of the 
industrial class are its underlying foundation, that it was not possible to affiliate 
the movement with the great Christian associations framed on parallel lines. 
lhe details of organization have already been thought out, but we shall need 
both financial and personal assistance in making our start in the autumn. Such 
aid and support may fairly be expected alike trom those who are anxious to 
promote an improvement in Anglo-Jewish physique, and those who desire to see 
our working lads who have left school encouraged in the study of Hebrewtand 
the practice of a manly piety.

A problem which’ has for years detied the consideration of the ablest and 
most philanthropic of the Jewish race—what to do with their persecuted brethren 
who have been driven from their homes and from their country—has been con- 
siderably enhanced in difficulty by reason of the Russian persecutions and the 
wholesale evictions of the past three or four years. The board of the Young 
Men's Hebrew Society of Montreal, have endeavoured as far as lay in their power, 
to grapple with the difficulty in the case of those coming to Canada through their 
port, and have placed in situations or given means to start for themselves a large 
number who thus came over. But last year the influx was so great that their 
efforts were unavailing, and a large number had to remain in the city, unemployed 
through the winter, and dependent upon the funds of the society. This state of 
things could not continue, and they therefore, after due consideration of all the 
facts, asked the European Committee not. to send over any more emigrants till 
some definite and organised scheme of colonisation was established. 

In November, 1891, a letter was addressed to the President of the Society by 
Dr. Sonnenfeldt. Director of the Jewish Colonisation Association in Paris, asking 


“What sums would be required—as advanced money of course—to establish a 


family or group of colonists, say of ten persons, -in the North-West, or in any 
other ‘suitable part of Canada, to provide them with the proper quantity of land 
to work on, with the implements of husbandry, the necessary cattle and seeds, 
the most suitable material for buildingashed, and with the food strictly necessary 
to maintain them during the first year ?” 

In the same month a letter was likewise received from Mr. N.S. Joseph, the 
Honorary Secretary of the Russo-Jewish Committee in London, offering to trans- 
fer their interest in some land at Moosemin—obtained in 18834 by the Mansion 
House Committee—for the benefit of the colonists. 

The Colonisation Committee of the Young Men's Hebrew Benevolent Society 
Montreal, who had been appointed to make the enquiries and to undertake all 
matters relating to Colonisation, obtained all the information from settlements of 
a similar character which had been established by the Mennonites, Germans and 
others, whilst a deputation waited upon the Premier of the Dominion, the Minister 
of Agriculture and the Minister of the Interior. 

ihe inforination thus gained, and also that from the Immigration Agents 
and Dominion Land Agents, enabled the Board to report that a sum of 500 dols. 
(per colonist) would be required to fulfil the object in view in accordance with the 
communication of Dr. Sonnenfeldt—omitting of course, the cost of conveyance 
from Europe to Canada, or from one part of Canada to another. 

Time went on, but no reply was received to the report of the Board. The 
refugees themselves then selectel two of their number who went to Paris and 
interviewed Dr. Sonnenfeldt and presented a list of 74 heads of families who they 
stated were Russian refugees who had arrived in Canada during the last few 
months and were then anxious to be placed as farmers on land. This list was 
then forwarded by Dr. Sonnenfeldt to the President of the Society for his 
remarks thereon and for any further suggestions that he might have to make, 
The men were interviewed anda report of each case forwarded to Paris, with 
the names of those who were considered suitable to be placed on land as 
farmers. 

On January 27th, 18092, a letter was received from Dr. Sonnenfeldt stating 
that the sum of 30,000 dols. being 500 dols. for sixty families could be obtained 
as a loan from London and Paris for the purposes of colonisation on land in 
Canada. 

On March 2st, 18092, the Director of the Jewish Colonisation Association 
of Paris wrote contirming a previous telegram that the sum of 100,000 francs 
was placed at the disposal of the Society fur the purposes of colonisation in the 
North-West of Canada and asking the Board to take what steps they deemed 
advisable to select the men and carry out the objects in view. They at the 
same time gave asa reason that the sum of 30,000 dols. had been reduced to 
100,000 francs because the London Committee was opposed to colonisation in 
Canada and further that they considered their land as worth £4,000. With a 
view to obtaining the best possible report on the land available and most suitable 
for farming operations by the intended Jewish settlers, a practical Canadian 
farmer of Scotch descent, together with the Superintendent of the Home, were 
appointed to visit the Mansion House Committee Land at Moosemin and other 
places which were reported as desirable. In accordance with the instructions 
given they found that whilst the Movosemin land was good for agricultural 
purposes and well supplied with water and timber, it was situated from 20 to 25 
miles from the railway and that the facilities for obtaining a market for 
produce was insuflicient, that the original buildings erected thereon had all been 
destroyed with the exception of the ruins of the synagogue and one house, and 
that the land which had been cultivated but so long neglected was more difficult 
of working that the new unbroken land which could be obtained in other parts 
of the North-West. Other places were visited at Edmonton, Reddeer District 
and a settlement a few miles South-East of Regina. Subsequently on the advice 
of the Treasurer of the Society a visit was paid to the Souris River District, when 
from the reports received the Board unanimously resolved that this latter was 
by far the most suitable for the purpose contemplated. In addition to the 
reasons just given, the Board were induced to abandon the idea of re-colonising 
the Moosemin land, from the facts that the land just mentioned could be obtained 
from the Government on payment of the Homestead entries only, and chat the 
sum paid would be afterwards refunded if the provisions of the Dominion Lands Act 
were complied with. This makes the land practically free, whilst a large value 
was placed upon the London Committee land, which would be equally available 
for colonisation purposes when no other land could be obtained on such advan- 


tageous terms. The location of the New Colony is Township 3, Range 5, West 
of the second initial meridian. 


; It is situated in the extreme south of the District of Assiniboine, nearest 
point, 12 miles north of the boundary line from the Uuited States, four miles 
from the Souris River, and seven miles from the Souris Coal Fields. The 
Railway is at present opened as far as Oxbow ; in the course of a few weeks it 
will be opeued to Alameda, whilst before the Fall there will be a station in the 
township itself, to which the railroad is already constructed. This will bring the 
settlement in direct communication with all parts of Canada East, whilst as soon 
as the contemplated railway is completed, access can be obtained to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul in the United States on the South East, Regina, the capital of the 
North West Territory, and thence to Prince Albert on the North, and to Calgary 
and Edmonton in the North West, and British Columbia on the West 
Winnipeg is 1,424 miles from Montreal, Brandon, the Junction on the main 
line, 133 miles further West, and Oxbow 122 miles South West from Brandon. so 
that the new settlement is in round numbers, 1,700 miles from Montreal. the 
commercial capital of Canada. 


The character of the land is, on the whole, good rolling prairie, eminently

coal seven miles distant, one dollar fifty cents per ton. 

The number of homesteads at first taken up is 78, being a quarter section of 

160 acres for every male over the age of 18 years, in all 12,480 acres, During 
the present year each settler will have to break up and prepare for crop not less 
than 10 acres of bie homestead quarter section. Within the second year he wil] 
have to crop the said 10 acres, and prepare not less than 15 acres in addition 
making not less than wy acres, aud within the third year he will have to crop thse 
said 25 acres, and break up another 15 acres ready prepared fora crop in the next 
year. He will also have to erect a habitable house on his homestead. 
’ The colonists are for the most part a rugged set of men who all look as if 
they could work ; some have already been on land,and all profess to have some 
knowledge of farming. One is a blacksmith, another a carpenter, and one 4 
bricklayer, so that there will be no difficulty in the building operations. There is 
also a Shochet. The number of heads of families selected is 49, the number of males 
over 18 years of age entitled to homesteads, 78, the number of souls. 299. to he 
increased by a few wives and children, now on their way from Russia. of men 
already on the colony. 

The management of the colony has devolved upon Mr. Charles McDiarmid 
who has already been engaged by the society in surveying and reporting upon 
the land. Every confidence is placed in his ability to undertake his important 
duties, and it is earnestly hoped that with the support and co-operation of the 
officers and Board of the society, his efforts will be crowned with success, 

Before leaving Montreal, each of the colonists signed an undertaking to 
repay in twelve yearly instalments the monies advanced to them, they also 
promised to obey the rules and regulations laid down for the government of the 
colony, to pay due and proper respect to the flag under which they now lived, 
and be faithful and good citizens of the conntry which they had adopted as their 
own. They will also have to sign the Government contract as set forth in the 
Dominion Lands’ Act. 

The colonists have been supplied with horses, trained oxen, cows, waggons, 
ploughs, harrows anda quantity of smaller implements and tools, so that no 
difficulty should be experienced in commencing active operations. These articles 
have all been purchased at the best and cheapest markets. The attention of the 
colonists will be immediately devoted to ploughing and getting in as much root 
and garden produce as possible, with perhaps a little barley and oats. Their 
houses will then be built, and further land prepared for a wheat crop next 
season. ‘Till the first crop is realised, the eolonists will be supplied with neces- 
sary food. 

Under the provisions of the Act of Parliament, a school will be erected as 
soon as possible, and funds will be supplied for a competent ceacler totake charge 
of the education of the children. A synagogue will also be built. . 

It is proposed that the name of the new settlement should be Hirschville, a 
name which naturally suggests itself from that great and good philanthropist, 

Jaron de Hirsch, to whom is due the great effort now being made to alleviate the 
suffering and distress of the poor persecuted Russian refugees. 

The greatest. credit is due to Mr. Harris Vineberg, the President of the 
Society ; to Mr. LD. S. Friedman, the Treasurer ; and to the Board generally for 
their untiring exertions to render the undertaking a success. No pains have been 
spared, time has been given unceasingly, and every forethought used, in order to 
make the colony a credit to the benevolent founder, whose sincere hope is * that 
the settlers, though Jews, will make good colonists, and that the public opinion in 
Canada will be favourably inclined towards the Russian emigrant, who in the 
future will tind a peaceful home there.”

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DEATH OF M. ISIDORE LOEB 


. [FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT | 


| Paris, 5 June, 1892. 

The most profound regret will be felt on your side of the Channel at the 

announcement which it s my painful duty to make that M. Isidore Loeb is no 
more. He died on Thursday after several months’ severe illness, in the 53rd 
year of his age. , 
“Isidore Loeb will be mourned by all who are interested in the Alliance 
Isra¢lite Universelle, of which he was Secretary for twenty years, no less than by 
those who occupy themselves with Jewish science, of which he was one of the 
most authoritative masters. 

M. Loeb was born in Alsace at Soultzmadt, a small community of the 
Upper Rhine. He was son of the former Rabbi of the congregation. His first 
teacher was thus his own father who initiated him in bis tender infancy in the 
Hebrew language which in later years he spoke and wrote with such considerable 
elegance and purity. Isidore Loeb’s first serious studies were commenced at 
Colmar, under the direction of the eminent M. Klein, who until his death so 
worthily filled the post of Grand Rabbi of the Upper Rhine. Consequently on 
his admission into the Rabbinical School at Metz it was seen that he was a 
young man of rare promise. He took part in the well-known pass examination, 
which is generally called ‘the promotion of the three,” and when I mention the 
names of the three future Rabbis, it will not cause surprise that one of the then 
examiners at the Rabbinical School predicted that these three students would 
become pillars of Judaism in France. The colleagues of Isidore Loeb at that 
examination were M. Zadoc Kahn and M. Isidore Weil : one is now Grand Rabbin 
of France, the other Grand Rabbin of Upper Alsace. — 

In 1859 he followed the Rabbinical Schoob on its removal to Paris, where it 
was henceforward styled the Israelitish Seminary, and in 1862 he quitted the 
Seminary possessed of the diploma of Grand Rabbi after having passed brilliant 
examinations. In 4 very shurt time he was appointed Rabbi at St. Etienne. He 
was greatly esteemed and loved by his congregation, but still more so by the 
society of St. Etienne, where he quickly attained a prominent position owing to 
his profound scientific knowledge and his sound views and advice. He was 
asked to contribute to the newspapers of St. Etienne, and under the guise of 
anonymity he became one of the most learned and brilliant editors of the local 
press. This incursion of the pastor into journalism, this incursion into political 
and literary life already proved that Isidore Loeb was in need of a vaster field 
of action than that afforded by the small congregation of St. Etienne, 
for although St. Etienne is one of the most important towns 
in France, its Hebrew congregation is one of the most modest. 
M. Loeb did not hesitate, therefore, to accept the office of Secretary of 
the Alliance Israélite Universelle, which the Central Committee offered him on 
the death of M. Nordmann in 18/2. The post was modest at the commence- 
ment, but it amply satistied M. Loeb’s ambition, for with his sure insight into the 
future he at once foresaw What the Alliance Israélite would one day become, and 
how influential, therefore; would be his positiom as head of the Secretarial Staff. 
From that moment the history of Isidore Loeb was closely bound up with the 
history of the Alliance. The man grew in importance with the work. And a 
work which rested on so fruitful and generous an idea could not but prosper from 
the day when it was placed under the direction of a mind as elevated and as 
richly stored as that of Isidore Loeb. 

M. Loeb consecrated his whole heart, -his activity, and his intelligence to the 
development of the Alliance, and the lit: Je leisure which the work left him he 
devoted to scientific and literary studies, Literature, science and art, were the 
life of Isidore Loeb, and when in due time all that he has written in the press, 
in periodical reviews, in encyclopedias, in pamphiets, and in volumes, shall be 
collected together people will ask in astonishment, how it was possible for him 
to accomplish this gigantic work, 

In order to give the reader an idea of his vast and varied scientitic know- 
ledge, I will mention some of the works he has published either in pamphlet 
furin or in more ambitious proportions :— :

When I add to the above list the publications in the Revue, a journal which 
he edited in 1871 and 1872, his numerous articles on Jewish history, archeology, 
and bibliography in the Revue des Etudes Juives, and in almost every Jewish 
journal, and his critical articles on the Salon of Painting and Sculpture in the art 
journals, you will be able to form a vague idea of the vast amount of work done 
by M. Loeb. But I have not mentioned all, for he has left writings which are 
not mentioned in my list. He also wrote the Reports, monthly and annual, of 
the Alliance. 

If the death of M. Loeb is a great loss to the Alliance iit is practically 
irreparable for Jewish science. Let us hope that bis untinisbed works will not 
be lost to science, and that someone will undertake the pious task of putting them 
into shape for the press. One detail more which I believe was known but to 
very few. Tor many years M. Loeb was one of the editors of the Petit Journal, 
in which he frequently published the first leading article under the pseudonym of 
Thomas Grimm, the general signature of the ‘' Premier Paris.” 

M. Loeb was overtaken by illness and death at a time when he was on the 
point of gathering the harvest of his labours. He, so humble and so modest, 
was about to receive the honours which had long been due to him, which he 
Would never solicit, and which it was decided, too late it was true, to ask for him, 


' 


He was designated to be decorated with the ribbon of the Legion of Honour at the 
approaching nomination : the doors of the Institute of France were already three 
parts open to him, and in a short time he would have received the green palms of 
the Académie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres. | 

M. Loeb took no part, because he did not wish it, in the administration of 
communal attairs, but nothing of importance was undertaken by the community 
of Paris without M. Loeb being asked to give his semi-official advice, and this 
advice nearly always became the final decision. His was a universal mind, 
which assimilated éverything with rare facility, and it was to him that everybody 
turned for the most precious counsel on all that affected the interests of Judaism, 
whether on religious questions, on administrative, financial, or social questions, 
or questions bearing upon science. 

M. Loeb’s funeral took place this morning. The Rabbinate was present ay 
grand complet, Among others whom I noticed were MM. Strauss, ad vocate, 
Bloch, Dr. Klein, Alexandre Weil, the heads of the firm of Lazard Brothers. P. 
M. Oppenheim, Ed. Kohn, and Masse, advocate. ‘The interment was in the Mont- 
parnasse Cemetery, where four orations were delivered. 

The Grand Rabbin of France spoke first in the name of a friendship of 
35 years’ duration, which united him to M. Loeb, who was his counsellor as he 
was that of the departed. M. Zadoc Kahn had the greatest difficulty to master 
his emotion and repress his tears. For 35 years they had lived side by side. 
and it seemed to him as though a portion of himself had descended that day 
into the grave. He thanked his beloved friend for all the Mat) d he had done, 
and congratulated himself on having had such a friend, of whom he would 
retain the most precious and lasting souvenir. 

M. Leven, Vice-President of the Alliance. then in simple and affectionate 
language, traced the life of Isidore Loeb as Secretary of that great plulanthropic 
institution. M. Leven spoke of his methodical mind, of his devotion, of his in- 
defatigable labours, of his heart and his talents which were entirely civen to the 
Alliance, that Is to bay to Judaism. The deceased would have ore upied the 
highest rank in whatever career he might have chosen, but he loved Judaism, he 
loved truth, and it is that which made him lovethe Alliance until that love became 
a veritable worship. M. Leven referred to his genius and his sound common 
sense which was of such ereat service in difficult moments. Whenever the 
cause of Judaism had to be defended, that cause was safe in the liands of M. 
Loeb, who heaped argument on argument drawn from history and from his 
own powerful logic. The Alliance, said M. Leven, in conclusi.n, would be in- 
spired by the lofty ideas of .M. Loeb, and his souvenir would still be a benefit for 
the grand and noble work of civilisation. 

M. Theodore. Reinach uttered a last adieu to the President of the Société des 
Etudes Juives, and the Grand Rabbi Lehmann expressed in elevated terms the 
grief which the death of M. Loeb had caused among the students and teachers 
at the Seminary, where he had so brilliantly filled the chair of Jewish History. 
[ should like to have been able to send you the several speeches, especially M. 
Reinach’s literary morceau in which he so ably sketched M. Loeb’s literary labours, 
I understand, however, that they will be published asa brochure a copy of which 
will undoubted be forwarded to you. 

Rabi Israel Levi, whohad temporarily replaced M. Loeb at the Seminary and 
who will now become his SUCCeSSOT, offered up the fin il prayer for the repose of 
the great soul, and the crowd then dispersed, visibly affected and saddened by 
the loss of a man who was loved by all, and who might have lived many years 
more and rendered still greater services Lo France, to his religion and to scrence, 


THE REV. J. F. STERN ON THE JEWISH MINISTRY. 


Preaching’at the East London Synagogue on Sabbath week from the Haph- 
torah of the day (Hosea II, 21-22). “And I will betroth thee unto me tor 
ever; yea I will betroth thee unto me in righteousness and in judgment, and in 
loving kindness, and in mercy; I will even betroth thee unto me in faithful- 
ness ; and thou shalt know the Lord,’ the Rev. J. F. Stern addressed his con- 
gregation on Love of Grod. After explaining the significance of the rite of 
2A the preacher said: “This quotation from the prophet of Hosea with 
which the }‘?75M NYS" concludes is to impress upon us that the bond of union 
between Israel and Israel's God is to be, not a bond of unwelcome and irritating 
servitude, but of willing and devoted love. The bond of union between Israel 
and his God is to be a bond of love; so we are reminded every morning as. we 
bind the }*?5N round our finger. Let us see if it is in this spiritthat the modern 
Jew regards his relationship with the-God of his fathers. The depth of one's 
love is not to be gauged by the profuseness of one’s assurances but by the loving 
actions through which it is made manifest and real, by the willing sacrifices 
which love alone enables us to make for. the sake of the object of our 
affection, by our devotion to the cause we profess to have at heart, 
How does the Jew prove his love for Judaism and his God? Time was when 
our holy congregations were composed of loving, upright and blameless men, 
who laid down their lives for the sanctification of the divine name. But how 
does the modern English Jew prove his love for his religion? In this age, 
and in this dear country, we are not called upon to offer ourselves as martyrs 
on the altar of our religion. We, like our fellow countrymen, are free to 
follow the dictates of our conscience, and to observe the customs of our faith 
without let or hindrance. But, alas, how many of us turn freedom into licence, 
and utterly ignore the behests of our Grod, and wantonly desecrate the institu- 
tions of our religion. How many of us are entirely lost to the duties we owe 
to our community, and are quite indifferent t» its interests. Let me adduce but 
two facts which but too clearly demonstrate that we are wanting in that real 
love for our religion which is so strong and evident in other denominations. 
In the National Church, and in Noncontformist Christian communities we find 
members of the best and wealthiest families devoting themselves to the service 
of their religion, to the ministry of toeir faith. Have you ever heard of a wealthy 
and influential Jew devoting one of his sons to the service of the Synagogue ” 
No, the Jewish Ministry is looked down upon with disparagement. ‘those who 
devote their lives to the service of their odand their fellow-man are treated 
as social outcasts by those whose money is their God. I ask you, then, can our 


_people be said to love their religion if they consider its Ministry degrading and 


its Ministers not worthy of their acquaintance? Again, must not our community 
be wanting in love and enthusiasm for their religion, if our only training Coilege 
for Ministers, an institution which has sent forth its disciples to almost every 
Jewish Congregation in the British Empire, is in a constant state of financial 
embarrassment ? This want of respect for Jewish Ministers, which I have 
reason to know exists in some quarters, and this indifference to the welfare of 
Jews’ College to which I have referred, appear to me to be two signs of that 
want of religion which is unworthy of our community, unworthy of those who 
are designated the betrothed of God. That these blots on our commual life 
may be speedily erased should be our earnest prayer and striving.

THE HIBBERT LECTURES: A. RETROSPECT. 


Mr. Craupet Monrerione’s course of addresses is now complete, and it is 
' possible to offer some remarks on their scope and tendency. No one who has 
read the reports of the lectures week by week in our columns, can feel any 
doubt that so far from being antagonistic to Judaism, Mr. Monreriore has 
performed a signal service to it; and this opinion may be held without 
conceding that Mr. Monregriore has found the truth. The concession 
that he approaches the investigation in a just and reverent spirit 
cannot but be made. As to the origin of Judaism, Mr. Monteriore’s 
views, though not sanctioned by tradition, are those which many 
conservative theologians share. Indeed, it was a matter of common remark 
at Oxford that the Hibbert Lecturer’s opinions were extremely moderate, 
and even “orthodox” in tone. Ofcourse the modern theory of the late and 
post-Mosaic origin of the bulk of the Pentateuch, of the composite character 
of much that was formerly regarded as an homogeneous unity, of the lower 
moral and religious level of some ideas and statements in the Scriptures— 
theories which Mr. Monteriore accepts and illamines with much learning 
and a keen power of critical insight—all this is opposed to the commonly held 
Opinions of the multitude of both Jews and Christians. But a growing number 
of reverent minds is coming to look at these so-called radical views with indul- 
gence and with even a warmer feeling than passive acquiescence. It is inevitable 
that Jewish students, too, should be touched by the same newer inspiration ; 
that they, too, should fiad develonment—with occasional retrogression— 
where acuteless and penetrating eyes may have perceived through the 
mist of ages nothing but one dull uniformity. And we shall soon be 
able to agree that Judaism does not suffer by this clearer view of 
the history of the past in all its picturesque variety. Is there 
not something unspeakably elevating and impressive in the thought 
of the Jewish people, the recipients of an early inspiration, treasuring 
end maintaining its noble ideals, adding to them and perfecting them 


as the sges went on and as new inspirations poured into the hearts 


of heaven-sent teachers and prophets, progressing ever towards a 
truer light and a nearer communion with the Divine, the pro- 
pagators of a perfection which the world must at some time 


share but to which Isragt itself has not yet eompletely attained ? If this 
theory unsettles much, it still firmly establishes the fundamentals of Judaism. 
It does not give a less place to the Divine in the scheme of religious history, 
but it gives a fairer place to man ; it does not lower the transcendent and — 
unsapproachable greatness of Israki’s Gon, but it, forthe first time, allows 
to Israec itself a due share of renown as the worthy medium of a grand 
Revelation. 

This idea of a continuous divine inspiration, of daily revelations in 
every man’s heart, is thus strengthened by criticism which perhaps came to 
destroy but remains to construct. Yet Judaism reached a certain term in 
its development when Rabbinism was fully established. And what of that 
Judaism? This is the crucial question, the very touchstone, by which 
to test whether a man be in spirit a Jew or no‘. What then is Mr. 
Monteriors’s..position towards Rabbinism? Does he denounce it as a 
system of external ceremonies—a mere legal machine to make men do certain 
acts; does it strike him as unspiritual, as fostering hypocrisy and 
‘ Pharisaism” in the bad sense? [na word, does he adopt towards Rabbinism 
the attitude of Caristian theology, with all its partiality, its want of insight, 
its unfairness, nay its absolute misrepresentations ? These questions need 
now no longer be asked. Mr.. Monreriore absolutely refuses to look at 
Rabbinism through the spectacles of Pav , its greatest and ablest antagonist. 
He refuses to regard the New Testament scriptures as the right place in 
which to seek a true verdict on the merits and demerits of the religion of 
the Jews in the time of Jesus. He turns a merciless analysis on the arguments 
of those who to exalt Christianity think it necessary to degrade Judaism; — 
who fancy they are best praising the daughter by insulting and depreciating 
the mother. Mr. Mowreriose will have none of this. And in the result, 
the Hibbert lecturer has given us a de‘encs of Rabbinism and of the Torah 
as a whole which will’ attract attention the more readily and permanently 
from two causes. In the first place Mr. Monreriose is no out-and-out 
partisan, who can detect no defects in the system for which he is pleading. He 
does not shut his eyes to blemishes, and thas when he sees beauties his per- 
ception isthe more trustworthy. And in the second place Mr. Moxterionse 
writes with a width and depth of knowledge of current theology ‘such as is 
possessed in equal measure by no other Jew in England, probably by no 
other Jew in Europe. Hence his judgments will command respect and at — 
the same time will deserve it. 

We spoke above of Mr. Monteriore’s Hibbert Lectures as a defence of 
Rabbinism. We should not be going too far if we described them as a 
glowing glorification of it, in some of its aspects at least. Mr. Monreriore 
takes up the allegations of Christian theologians, shows how certain vicious 
consequences might have bzen expected from Rabbinism, and how in part 
these consequences did sometimes make themselves felt, but then he proceeds 
to prove that somehow or other in actual fact the results of Rabbinism were 
good and not bad. Logic was falsitied by the actuality. Again, Mr. 
Monreriore rightly says: If you attribute certain vices of Jews to the effect 
of the Law, what right have you to deny that their virtues, too, were the 
result of the same influence? For simplicity and purity of moral life, for 
intensity of spiritual striviog after communion with God, for devotion to daty 
and to the high ideals of the prophets and other (rod-given teachers of ethics 
and religion, Rabbinism has never been surpassed. And it is Mr. Monrgrioae 
who has been preaching this to crowded audiences in London and in Oxford, 
it is Mr. Monreriore whose written word will reach a yet wider circle ia the 
not distant futare. Was the Law regarded as a burden, or obeyed from low 
eudw#monistic hopes of reward? We can point to no work in which these 
recurrent accusations are more fully and triumphantly answered than in the 
Hibbert Lectures which have jast been concluded. 

Mr. Monteriore does not regard Rabbinism as the last word on 
religious development ; he looks beyond it and outside it for some elements 
necessary in a complete system of religious truth. But even in the peroration 
of his last address in which he gives some hint as to his own dreams regard- 
ing the spiritual future of the world, Mr. Montrerioxe remains trae to his 
Jewish instincts. For he expresses the full conviction that the religion of 
the world will be based on the great truths of Judaism. And all Jews must 
share in his hope that on the side of those engaged in the formation of the 
religion of the future, will be found at least some members of the race that 
first gave the world a religion and a spiritus] ideal. The Judaism of the 
past will long remain the Judaism of a multitude of earnest and God-fearing 
souls ; it still can respond to all the aspirations of many Jews, and to many 
of the aspirations of all Jews. But there is no one but will hope that Mr. 
Monreriore is right in thinking that just as the Jews gave the ancient 
world its religion in the past, so, if the future needs a new religion based 


| 


‘on the old truths, the Jew again will kelp the world to find its salvation. 
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THE HIBBERT LECTURES. 


We publish to-day an analysis of the last two lectures of Mr, Monreriore’s 
course. It has scarcely heen i. sible to do justice to the author, especially in 
our reswiné of the ninth lecture. Mr, Monrerione himself was forced to curtail] 
much and to omit more. and our report is perforce a mere summary even of the 
portions which the author found time to read within the short compass of an 
hour. But inadequats as this analysis undoubtedly is, it will be enough to show 
that—if for the concluding lecture alone the publication of Mr. MONTEFIORE § 
addresses in book form will be an event fraught with deep and lasting interest. 

VIIL—THE CONCEPTION OF GOD AND HIS RELATION To ISRAEL, 

In the last lecture something was said of the political and religious environ- 
ment of the Jewish people in the Post-« some att must now 
be made to present in its main outlines the general contents of that religion, the 
external framework of which has been thus, however imperfectly, deseribed. 

To most people the main interest of the post-exilic period hes in this, thatit 
was the seed-bed of Christianity. But from that point of view divers elements 
in the body of Jewish doctrine receive an importance whieh they neither 
possessed at the time, nor ever acquired afterwards in the history of Judaism. 
Again, while the whole influence of the Law upon the religious life and concep- 
tions is of universal importance, the Epistles of St. Paul and the origins of 
Christianity are more picturesquely explained by dwelling upon what was evil 
in that influence rather than upon what was good. ‘This error will be avoided 
in the present lecturés, and the chief stress will be laid on those points which 
were at the time itself of the greatest moment or were most important in post- 
Biblical Judaism generally, or are essential elements in an unsectarian Theism 
of to-day. 

Both in Biblical and post-Biblical times, Judaism was far more deeply con- 
cerned with practice than with doctrine. Upon the theoretical side, religious 
imagination exercised an unfettered play; there was no crystallisation into 
dogmas, no formal delimitation of creed. Judaism remained for along while 
very simple, and withal very incoherent. Simplicity and inconsistency have their 
advantayes, and Judaism proved itself a religion not only admirably suited to 
the every-day moralities of ordinary life, bat also pre-eminently capable of 
evoking the constancy and the heroism which alone would have preserved its 
adherents through so many weary centuries of suffering and persecution, 

In the religion of the pious Israelite of the pre-Maccabean and post- 
Maccal mean period alike the re were three Lerms or factors, all closely allied Lo 
each other, on which hisfaith depended. ‘These three terms were God, Israel 
and the Law. His God was kind, just and holy ; endowed with no more than 
a father's severity, but with more than a father’s love, towards Israel his son. 
The Israelite therefore loved his God and served him gratefully. He led a quiet 
and virtuous life, and was especially noted for his tirm hold upon the virtues of 
chastity, compassion and charity, but those whom he loved were his fellow 
Israelites who observed God's law, and outside whom he could not recognise 
brotherhood, He had a Messianic hope which had an influence on his daily life. 
He himself, to however small an extent, could hasten or could retard the 
coming of the Golden Age. 

The impulse given by Moses had reached its goal. The single but patron 
Deity-of Israel had been developed into the only God of heaven and earth. In 
this respect the work of the prophets had been brought to a finaland triumphant 
conclusion. But God still remained the God of Israel. ‘Though the world was 
his creation, Israel was still his peculiar people. Though heaven and earth could 
not contain him, he dwelt in Zion. There were good and bad results from 


‘ these contrarieties. The evil influence is obvious; the religion was unable to 


emancipate itself from its particularist presumptions. Its good influence is less 
generally or easily recognised. Yet some of the most valuable elements in 
“personal religion owe their origin to the fact that to the individual Israelite 
God was still the God of the Jews. It brought God near to him, it made him 
feel the influence of God within his heart as well as in the outer world, it made 
him certain that God was a loving father interested in his material and spiritual 
welfare. The nature of Grod was not defined, but while all material representa- 
tions of Deity were rigorously forbidden, the God of the post-exilie period and 
of Judaism generally was very “personal” and “ transcendent.’ God was 
transcendent, however, not as being distant or unapproachable, but because the 
conception of him was very simple and childlike; partly also he remained 
transcendent because.of the mere weight and mass of scriptural authority. This 
“ transcendence is supposed to imply a separation between God and the world, 
but the allegation is wanting in truth. The nearness of God means firstly that 
God knows and is cognisant of men’s actions and thoughts. It means secondly 
that God enters into ethical relations with man; that He: helps those who seek 
goodness to find it, or in the language of the Chronicler, “If men seek Him. 
they will be found of Him.” God may be in heaven, but the “ prayer of the 
humble pierces through the clouds.” Thirdly, God's nearness means that he is 
ready to forgive the penitent, and that men can be conscious of a real communion 
with Him. Is not God's nearness in this sense illustrated repeatedly in the 
Psalms 

Even within the Old Testament limits we find a two-fold immortality—a 
resurrection upon earth of Sheol anda real life in Heaven. In later Judaism 
these two ideas became blended with each other, and the religious value of such 
anticipations cannot be over-estimated. Warthly suffering and earthly bliss were 
both transtigured, Earthly suffering was God's chosen method for the education 
of Israel ; the fear of death was lessened, the eagerness to fulfil the Law was 
stimulated by the vivid anticipation, not of mere vulgar reward, but of closer 
and more permanent communion with God. Earth’s pleasure and earth's pain, 
alike transitory, were alike cheapened. The purest spiritual bliss which this 
world can give was conceived by the Rabbis as the constant occupation of the 
world to come, of that heavenly life which is but the reflex of the -highest 
and most spiritual moments on earth. | 

n any more developed phase of religious thought, the doctrine of a 
future life is an almost necessary complement of the belief in God. But in 
Judaism it was not a theoretic atheism against which it might serve as a 
bulwark, but the more terrible doubt of the Divine goodness. It is, however 
noteworthy that the ingrained conviction of God's ultimate justice was con- 
tinually coming to the tront even without any reference to any life beyond 
be methods. Throughout its centuries ot calamity the 

y, unwilling to throw the entire burden of equivalence upon 
the world to come, and unable to deny that even in this world there should 
be some ethical correspondence between merit and reward, has always tended 
to emphasise its own sinfulness in order to justify the goodness of God. It 
has always tried to believe that its guilt deserved a fuller meed of punish- 
ment than it received. And with this belief, backed by the doctrine of the 
future life and the disciplinary theory of suifering, it has never swerved from 
teaching and confessing a loving God “full of compassion and pity, long- 
suffering and plenteous in loving kindness,” who does not requite according to 
iniquity, but “asa father has compassion upon his sons, has compassion upon 
them that fear Him,” 
no hard task-master surely, but a lovin 
ther, : , as we © yet to see, is given for Israel’s benefit ben 
happiness. For the Israelite then, who seeks, in spite of many lapses, to con- 
form to the dictates of the Law, God is loving and God is near. Such is not 
only the evidenve of the Psalter, it is also the evidence of the wisdom books, 


And such is not only the evidence of the Old Testament, it is the evidence 
too, of the Apocrypha and Talmud,’ Israel was a narrow field for the €Xercise 
of God's love, when that God was no en the patron Deity of a people, by: 
the sole God of earth and heaven. But because the field was narrow, the love 
was not less real. And in that love of God for Israel, a love, be it remembered 
which within Israel wasan ethical love, demanding righteousness and not detached 
from justice, every Israelite, who desired to do God's will might claim his share. 
he was gladly conscious that God was cognisant of him, and cared not only for 
His people in the mass, but for every unit of which it was composed. The indj- 
vidual Israelite never ceased to give thanks to God, because His lovingkindnec. 
endures for ever, and, as he fulfilled the Law, he never ceased to feel that God 
was “near” him. By his own religious experience was borne in upon him 
the appropriateness of that title which Rabbinic, no less than Christian, piety 
has delighted to apply to God, “ Our Father, who is in heaven.” . 

If then God was a father to Israel, and through Israel to every Israelite, was 
not everv Israelite His son? Does not the one term of the relation imply the 
other ? Does not fatherhood involve sonship? Or was God Israel's father. but 
the Israelite God's slave?. So say many of the Christian theologians :. “ The 
Jew is God's servant (Knecht) who labours to deserve eternal life by his con- 
formity to the Law; the Christian is God’s child who already possesses eternal] 
life, and lives in blissful communion with the Father in time and eternity.” 
‘loan examination of the truth of this antithesis, and into the general moral and 
religious relation of the Israelite to God, the final lecture of this series must be 
devoted. 

IX.—THE: LAW AND ITS INFLUENCE: THE RELATION OF THE ISRAELI rE 
TO GOD, 

The keynote of the present lecture will be the Law. With the Law as 
guide and goal we must seek to examine into the average Jew’s moral and 
religious relation to God, asin the second century before the Christian Era he 
conceived it. It would be convenient to substitute for the English word Law, 
the Hebrew word Zorz/. The Torah is not the Pentateuch, but often includes 
the whole compass of the sacred Scriptures ; above all, it is not merely a book. 
it is identical with religion. It implies the oral Law as well as the written, and 
the knowledge of the Law as well as its words. 

The sovereignty of the Law in its operations and results is only to be 
proved and illustrated by the Rabbinical hterature. But that literature, as it 
needs for its proper employment one who from youth upwards has been steeped 
in it to the lips, so does it lie outside the limits of the present series. And it is 
excessively difficult to enter upon the discussion of the Law, and of its effect 
upon the whole area of religion and morality, in the proper historic spirit of 
absolute impartiality. A constant one-sided attack on the one hand has inevit- 
ably produced an equally one-sided defence on the other. 

Why is it true that the Israeclite’s relation to God and man was dominated 
by the Law’? For the following reasons :—Goodness is the fulfilment of the 
Law. sin is its violation. The duties of man to his neighbour and to God are 
contained in the Law either explicitly or implicitly, and to the Rabbinical Jew 
this is a distinction without a difference. Again, man’s spiritual satisfaction and 
communion with God are’found in, and conditioned*by, the study and the ful- 
filmentof the Law. The Law 1s Israel's prerogative and privilege; his duty 
and his happiness. 

This identification of religion and Law seems fatal for the excellence of 
religion. Butin the result this was not the case. If an impartial critic would 
assign to the Jews certain marked virtues and excellencies, aS well as certain 
marked vices and defects, it is unquestionable that the virtues are as intimately 
connected with, and as directly due to the Law as are the vices. ’ 

Duty, goodness, piety—all these are to the Jew equivalent terms. There 
is only one conception for them all—the fulfilment of the Law. It 1s said that 
this makes morality an obedience to the letter, fosters pride and robs well- 
doing of freedom. A man under the Law will, it is argued, do a “ good ”’ action 
in the same way and from the same motive as now-a-days makes us pay our 
taxes. But again it must be said, that in the result this was not the case. 
Humility, not pride, was the mark of post-exilic Judaism, and-the same insis- 
tence on lowliness of soul is characteristic of the teaching of the Rabbis. 
Again, if it were true that the later Judaism laid exclusive stress in its moral 


- teaching upon the mere outward act and not upon the spirit—upon doing rather 


than being—we should scarcely find that constant harping upon the heart as 
the source and seat of good and evil. It was a Rabbi, who bidding his disciples 
* go and see what is the good way that a man should cleave to” approved the 
answer of him who said “a good heart,” and the Mishnah declares: ‘He that 
brings few otterings is as he that brings many; let but his heart be directed 
heavenward,” 

The casuistry and the hair-splitting which characterised the legal disputa- 
tions on the ceremonial law, the penal code, the agrarian injunctions, &c., do not 
seem to have entered deeply into the field of morality proper. From the 
casuistry which is popularly supposed to have degraded the morality of the 
Jesuits, the Rabbis were free. Their notions of goodness were exceedingly 
simple ; they theorised little, but they practised a great deal. Chastity became 
the virtue par evcedlence to the Jewish mind; chastity also became a prominent 
feature in Jewish ethics. The spiritual joys of the Law crowded out the material 
joys of earth. Their religion was far trom ascetism, though they were ready at 
amoment’s notice to throw all earthly pleasures to the winds for the sake of 
the Law. Without splendid assertions on the nothingness of earthly goods, 
they showed no tendency to accept them above their proper rate, or to com- 
pare them with the spiritual satisfactions of the Law and of prayer and com- 
munion with God. 

The concrete morality of the post-exilic and Rabbinic religion—the actual 
bulk and contents of the moral and social practices—was ot a high order. 
Here the Law had done well. It was its ceremonial elements which constituted 
its chief religious and moral danger. The strict malntainer and observer oft an 
elaborate ceremonial law has a very diflicult task if he would combat the moral 
evils arising from the observance of a Law which he, no less than the immoral 
hypocrite whom he condemns, must also rigorously observe. Certainly the Law 
was, no “ burden " as is commonly alleged. It was spiritual treasure and _satis- 
faction—a gracious gift of God through which man might realise himself most 
fully and enjoy supreme felicity both in this world and in the world to come. 
The truth is that the injunctions (concerning the Sabbath, for instance), rapidly 
became so well known and so universally maintained that they were no longer 
felt as an irksome restriction upon liberty any more than the social customs and 
conventionalities of modern times. Again, as regards Prayer, Prof, Schirer 
says: “ When finally prayer itself, the very centre of religious life, is confined 1n 
the fetters of a rigid mechanism, then there could no longer be a possibility of 
living piety.” But against this assertion one thing is certain ; for eighteen cen- 
turies the Jews have not changed their views and practice with regard to the 
subject of prayer, Was there then no living piety among them for all that long 
period ? Were they able to endure the Crusades and the Inquisition without living 
piety ? There surely never was a religious community to whom prayer was @ 
more real satisfaction and comfort, and who were more happy and at home 1 
their house of prayer than the Jews. 

Asthe Law tended, even more successfully, to become less and less a burden, 
as it became better known and more universally acknowledged, so its ditfusion 
and acceptance tended, though naturally with less prevailing success, to over 
come the moral dangers of its ceremonial elements. When the ceremonies wel 
obeyed by all, their distinguishing character within the community was etace’. 
The differentiation of good and evil tended once more to become centred on 
morality. 

But what were the motives which induced the Jews of the second temple 
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the long Rabbinical period to observe the Law? The Jew would not have 
understood the question. To obey the Law was to him absolutely identical with 
the fulfilment of God's certain will. The Law in his eyes was the best and 
noblest and sweetest thing in the world; it was an end in itself, and for the end 
in itself there is no accounting. The pious Jew could, of course, have explained 
the effects that the observance of the Law had upon himself, upon Israel and 
upon God; but if you could have laid bare the recesses of his heart you would 
have found that the Law’s effects must not be identified off-hand with the 
motives of its observance. Its effect for God was the diffusion of His glory ; its 
effect for Israel was the possible advent of the Messianic age ; its effects for the 
individual were the assurance of present bliss, the possibility of present happi- 
ness and the certainty of future reward. 

Now, many modern Christian theologians not only identify the motives 
impelling to the Law’s observance with its effects, but they single out of the 
three effects the egoistic effect alone, that of the Law on the individual. 
“Obey the Law because it will pay you to do so,” is they maintain the full 
explanation of the Jew’s devotion to the Law. Morals and piety thus become 
nothing but the wiser policy ; the Law is not an end but a means—the means to 
one’s own prosperity and happiness. Legalism, it is asserted, brings slavishness 
and eudemonism by logical necessity in its train. 

This is absolutely opposed to the facts. The Law was obeyed because it 
was the will of God, and God was reverenced and loved, and believed to be 
infinitely good and gracious, seeking Israel’s welfare and well-being, and loving 
His people as a father loves his son. The Law was no burden, it was a high 
prerogative; it was obeyed for its own sake, because the observance of it was an 
exceeding joy. <A spiritual bliss was felt in the execution of each Divine com- 
mand, a true religious rapture in seemingly the most puerile of observances. 
The Law brought down Heaven to earth, and made the presence of God felt 
within the soul, 

Itis not unnatural that Jews should feel the allegation of impurity of 
motives somewhat sorely. History assures them of its inaccuracy. Deep-seated 
particularism is a true count in the indictment of Judaism ; the puerility of 
great sections of the ceremonial law is another. A base motive is not a third. 


And if it is not accurate, it is insulting. For to say that the  faith- 
fulness of centuries has been a fraud; that the blood of number- 
less martyrs was shed for gain, that the anguish of a myriad of 


forgotten souls was endured for the greed of slaves or by the fear of cowards ; 
that the love of Grodand His Law, which from the Maccabees of old to 
Russian Jews of to-day has been proved in a thousand persecutions and 
triumphed over nameless woes, was no ‘love at. all, but a mere 
yearning for reward, outward, material reward: that all this unselfishness 
was selfishnesss, all this devotion but pride, all this sacrifice a sham—this. is 
surely one of the most cruel and virulent insults that can be levelled at. men 
created, as well as their maligners, in the image of God. 

Good and evil results arose from a want of articulation and ordered refer- 
ence in the field of religious theory. On the one hand Judaism was spared the 
evils which ensue when doctrines, true up to acertain point, but with their own 
admixture of falsehood, are stiffened into dogmas, and pushed to a wild extreme. 
Hence Judaism was spared the moral and religious evils which have resulted 
from the exaggeration of such dogmas as those of predestination or justification 
by faith. It was able to include and find room tor various sides of a truth, 


which is perhaps too complex and difficult to be ever harmoniously realised, - 


without defect or excess by the mind of man. For every mood of the human 
spirit the Jew had a doctrine and a verse to suit. Jewish legalism was systematised 
by St. Paul and misinterpreted. Inits very combination of opposites Judaism 
was an admirable religion for the shifting requirements of everyday life. On 
the other hand, the dead weight of Scripture, the lack of intellectual interest in 
the precision of dogma, led to many unfortunate results. Some of the old 
outworn ideas were never clearly cast off, some of the better ideas were never 
advanced to a clear and: unquestioned primacy. 
missing unity of lofty doctrine was supplied by the idealisation of the Law. The 
Law transfigured ordinary life, which life, though earnest, was nevertheless 
cheerful. 

On the religious side, the chief and permanent defect of Judaism was its 
emphasised particularism. And yet for crities of every school, there is no 
getting over the fact that some of the highest possibilities of religion have been 
evoked and conditioned by the Law. It was the Law which made God near, 
brought Him home. It was the Law by which His sanctifying presence was felt 
within the heart. It was the Law which cleansed religious motives of sordidness 
and egotism. It wasthe Law under which that potent goal of human happiness 
was devised, the sanctification of God, forthe sake of which torture and death were 

referable to welfare and dishonour. It was the Law which created a spiritual 

eatitude, independent of circumstance, a beatitude which involved in a single 
consciousness the doing of God’s will and the sense of Hiscommunion. it was 
the Law which destroyed endemonism. It called into being an inner life which, 
as it hinged on an ideal conception, was unaffected by the ebb and flow of earthly 
prosperity and adversity. The body of religious doctrine was fragmentary and 
inconsistent, but the Law linked the fragments together, and they shone 
transfigured in an ideal light. ! 

It is when this amazing idealisation of the Law breaks down, when the Pen- 
tateuch is subjected to the scalpel of a criticism that disintegrates its unity and 
bereaves it of its glamour, that Judaism begins to feel the need of a dominant 
religious doctrine which, independently of ‘the Law, can explain and illumine 
the relation of the individual to God. 

“Can Judaism,’ asked Mr. Monvreriore, in conclusion, “ burst the 
bonds of legalism and particularism and remain Judaism? That is 
& question for the future to answer, and the future alone. It 
may be that those who dream. of a prophetic Judaism, . which 
shall be as spiritual as the religion of Jesus, as universal as the religion 
of Paul, are the victims of delusion. But, at any rate, the labour which they 
may give, and the fidelity which they may show to this delusion, cannot be 
thrown away. They will not be the only men who have worked for a delusion, 
and have yet benefited the world. For, their devotion to the cause of an 
imaginary Judaism remains devotion to the cause of God. They are the cham- 
pions of Monotheism, herald soldiers of a world-wide Theism which, raising no 
mortal to the level of the Divine, can yet proclaim the truth of man’s kinship 
and communion with the Father of all. To that religion let the future give 
what name it will. But among those who, marching under different banners, 
shall help to fashion and to diffuse it, may they too be enrolled, the story of 
whose religious ancestry I have sought to tell, with many and obvious imperfec- 
tions, but in loyalty, as I hope and would fain believe, to the spirit of an all- 
pervading truth

THE WATER SUPPLY OF JERUSALEM. 
Br. Cot. Sean Cuartas Witsox, F.BS. 


In former ages Jerusalem was well supplied with water. Even during the 
many sieges, which the city sustained, there was, except upon two occasions, no 
lack of water within the walls. It was invariably the besiegers who suffered, 
not the besieged. Now itis different; neglect and decay have not spared the 
arrangements for the water supply of the Holy City. The aqueducts which at our 
time brought pure water to the city have been broken or choked with rubbish ; 
the great reservoirs constructed for the impounding of flood water, or for storing 
water broughtin by aqueducts, are either tilled with foul refuse or fallen to ruin. The 
city has now to depend on rain water collected on the roofs of the houses and 
stored in cisterns beneath them. 

The question how a large city like Jerusalem was supplied with .water is 
one of great interest not only in itself but in its bearing on the best mode of 
supplying the ever increasing population of the present day with a sufficiency of 
pure water. 

[The typographical features of Jerusalem, and the geological formation were 


then described and their bearing upon the question of the water supply pointed 


out. The strata dip towards the South-east and consist of beds of a very bard 
limestone, called méssae, overlying a bed of soft and easily worked limestone, 
from 30 to 40 feet thick, which is known as ma/uki, This formation offered 
peculiar facilities for the construction of large subterranean reservoirs for the 
storage of water. | 

The ancient water supply was derived from springs, wells, rain water collected 
during the rainy season and stored in pools and cisterns, and water brought in by 
aqueducts and preserved in a, similar manner. 

According to Dr. Cliaplin’s observations extending over 22 years the mean 


annual rainfall is 22°760 inches, the max. was 42°032 inches, the min. 
12°267 inches. This is a fair rainfall if proper care is taken to 
collect and store it. The rain’ is divided into the “early rain,” 
which moistens the lands and fits it for the reception of the — seed, 


&c., the signal for commencing ploughing; the copious “ winter rain,” which 
saturates the earth, fills the cisterns and pools and replenishes the springs ; and the 
“latter or spring rains,’ which cause the ears of corn to enlarge, enables the 
wheat and barley to support the dry heat of summer and without which the 
harvest fails. These rains are mentioned in Joel i. 25, and Hoseah vi. 5; they are 
separated from each other by dry periods with occasional wet days, and their com 
mencement and termination vary each year. Snow falls two years out of three 
and is an important factor in the water supply. 

Springs.—There is only one spring, the “ Fountain of the Virgin” identified 
with Enrogel and Gibeon. From geological formation it may be inferred that 
small springs possibly exist beneath the rubbish in the Tgupown Valley and 
near the Church of St. Anne. The “dragon.well” or properly “Spring of 
Nehemiah” was possibly au outflow from the “ Low Level Aqueduct ’ in the 
Valley of Hinnoim, so called from the winding character of the aqueduct 

Wells.—The only wellis Bir Eyaih below the junction of the Kedron and 
Hinnom Valleys ; it sometimes overtlows when a large quantity of rain falls in a 
short time.’ In the other parts of the town there are deep shafts giving access to 
retort-shaped cisterns, which may be regarded as wells deriving their supply of 
water from infiltration. The well of the Hammam esk Shifa, is not an ancient 
well, but simply a shaft in the rubbish to reach the water running down the 
Tgupown. 

The Bir Ariwah beneath the“ Dome of the Rock” may be a deep ancient 
well, but against this view is the fact that no well in this position 1s mentioned 
by any of the early Christian or Midiaval writers, 

Pools and Cisterns.—The early inhabitants no doubt depended largely on 
rain-water collected on the roofs of their houses as do those of the present day ; 
but as the city grew, so the people must have required other sources of supply. 
The most natural course was to construct reservoirs for impounding the flood 
water of the winter rains insuch positions in the neighbouring valleys as would allow 
the water to run into the city by the force of gravitation alone. This was dona 
by the Birket Mamilla made near the head of the valley of Hinnom, and the pool 
north of the ‘Tombs of the Kings ” in the Kidron Valley ; also by a pool near the 
Church of St. Anne in the valley that joins the Kedron near the Golden Gate, and 
possibly one near the head of the Tgupown. Other pools were made at a lower level, 
such as, Birket‘es-Sultan, lower part of Siloam, and a pool mentioned by Josephus 
in the lower Kidron for the irrigation of the King’s gardens, &c. A large subterra- 
nean reservoirs were made for storage purposes. 

Water brought in Aqueducts.—The institution of the Temple services with 
their frequent ceremonial ablutions necessitated a large and constant supply of 
water. ‘To meet this Solomon constructed one or more of the pools known by bis 
name, and brought the water to the Temple enclosure by the ‘‘ Low Level 
Aqueduct ” which passes under Bethlehem. Other ancient aqueducts are, one 
entering the city from the north near the north-west angle of the city ; theaqueduct 
east of the Damascus Gate, which has been cut through by t e ditch between 
Jeremiah’s Grotto and the (Quarries, by the ditch separating Antorica from 
Bezettia, and by the Herodian wall of the Temple enclosure ; the aqueduct foun: 
by Sir C. Warren near the south-west angle of the Haram Winch is at a very low 
level : the conduit between the Fountain of Virgin and the Pool of Siloam, and 
the aqueduct beneath Christ Church Rectory, which apparently carried the water 
of the Birket Mamilla to the Temple Area. When Herod built bis great palace 
near the Jaffa Gate, he constructed the “ High Level Aqueduct” to obtain water 
for the irrigation of his gardens and the supply cf his fountains. This aqueduct 


was a very remarkable work, crossing the valley in which Rachel's tomb is situated 


by a stone syphon and delivering water at a higher level than the sill of the Jaffa 
Gate. Herod's aqueduct having taken away a large portion of the supply 
originally intended for the Temple, Pilate brought the water of the Wady 
Arrib, on the road to Hebron, to Solomon’s Pools whence it flowed through the 
“ Low Level Aqueduct” to Jerusalem. 

|The works at Solomon’s Pools were noticed in the paper, as well as the 
great rock-hewn tunnel or Auriz in the Wady Byar, nearly four miles long. 
The modern water supply was then described, and it was stated that though 
the wealthy had good rain water collected on the roofs of their houses, and stored 
in cisterns, the poor, especially in late summer, had to be content with a horrible 
mixture of rain water and filth. This accounts largely for the unhealthiness of 
the people, and for the great mortality amongst the children. It 
was pointed out that the old reservoirs in the Kidron and Hinnom Valleys 
could no longer be used on account of the number of burials close to them, an 
that all the old sources of water supply within the limits of the city were more 

i ood water to Jerusalem 

or less polluted. The only satisfactory way of supplying good we oor gree 
was to bring itin froma distance, either by repairing Solomon 8 Pools 
aqueduct, or by making new reservoirs in that district for impounding 
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water. Attention was then drawn to the latest scheme for bringing water to 
the city and distributing it by stand-posts]. 


A Committee exists, of which Sir Edmund Lechmere and Mr. Isidore 
Spielman are the moving spirits, to try and supply Jerusalem with fresh 


water. The W hole. acheme has been worked out and it has been found 
that we can at no great etpense bring water into Jerusalem and _ put 
stand pipes in different parts of the city and supply each person with 


2} gallons per day. This is a very small quantity, but it is sufficient for the 
people at Jerusalem, and they would be very glad to get that. lam sorry to say 
that thus far the attempt to supply Jerusalem with water has met with as little 
success as did the scheme of Baroness Burdett-Coutts a great many years ago. 
At that time the great objection was that the Turkish government did not like 
the work carried out by Europeans; they wished to receive the money and 
execute the work themselves. We know very well that that would have 
eAded by the work being very badly done, and [ think Baronness Burdett-Coutts very 
w:sely decided that she would not vo on with the scheme. Very much the same class 
of opposition appears to prevail against the present scheme—they do not like it 
being entirely carried out by Europeans. The promoters of the scheme do not 
want to make money out of it, but they also do not want to lose by it. The 
enterprise at present is consequently in abeyance, but I hope the time will 
come when better views will prevail, and the Turkish Government will allow 
the work to proceed. 

If it is not done, there will be vreat suffering in Jerusalem, for at the present 
time many die through the deficient water supply. All the old sources are 
polluted, and nothing can be done in the immediate neighbourhood of Jern- 
salem, consequently we must yo to a distance to get a supply, and the water must 
be brought in through tron pipes. 

The colonies in Palestine, if properly conducted, should be very successful. 
The only danger is in sending too many ‘people there before the colonies are 
ready to receive them.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


| AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Archduke Leopold Salvator paid a visit at Lemberg to the Tea and 
Coffee Rooms for the poor, which have been founded by Herr Jacob Stroh. 
His Imperial Highness remained half an hour, during which he affably con- 
versed with the persons present and expressed his appreciation of Herr Stroh’s 
benevolence in establishing and maintaining the institution. 

Mr. F; H. Cowen has accepted an invitation to conduct a concert this 
month at the International Musical and Dramatic Exhibition in Vienna. The 
directors have courteously offered him a programme consisting entirely 6f his 
own compositions. Mr. Cowen is not the only Jew who has gained distinction 
at this Exhibition. Its chief architect, Herr Marmorek, has produced a 
work which has called forth congratulations from all sides. At the opening 
ceremony the Emperor took occasion to express publicly his high appreciation 
of Herr Marmorek’s services and activity. Another coreligionist, Dr. Gustav 
Tiring, President of the Italian Commission, was honoured in being addressed 
by his Majesty, who warmly complimented him on the admirable arrangement 
of the Itahan section. Herr Marmorek had the honour of conducting the 
Empress over the Exhibition on her recent visit, which lasted upwards of 
two hours. 

The death of Herr Baross, Hungarian Minister of Commerce, is deplored 
throughout the country, but particularly by the Jews, who had received many 
proofs that in filling up posts he made no distinctions of creed. If indeed such 
a charge could be made against him at all, Jews were certainly not the 
sufferers, for he frequently promoted Jewish subordinates over the heads of 
their seniors professing the Christian faith, whenever they specially distinguished 
themselves by their zeal, aptitude and intelligence. 

A highly gratifying incident is reported from the Hungarian town, Baros 
Hidveg, in connection with the burial of a Jewish lady. There is no Rabbi in 
the town, and as the Rabbi of the nearest congregation was prevented from 
attending. the Rev. Emerich Bako, Protestant Pastor, took his place and 
delivered a touching funeral oration. 

The Academy of Sciences in Buda-Pesth has elected as ordinary 
member, Dr, Ignatz Goldziher, Secretary of the Jewish community. He is the 
only Jew who has been elected. 

Captain Eduard Schweitzer has been promoted to the rank of Major. The 
event merits record as he is the first Jew who has attained this grade in the 
Hungarian Army, 

A new building, consisting of workshops, which has been erected by the 
Society for Promoting Handicrafts among native Jews, was opened last week 
in Vienna. Baron Moritz von Kinigswiirter paid the costs of the building, and 
will also maintain the institution. 


DENMARK. 
A deputation of the Jewish community in Copenhagen, consisting of Chief 


Rabbi Simonsen and the President, were received by the King and Queen on - 


the occasion of their Majesties’ golden wedding, and presented an address in the 

name of the Jews in Denmark. Both gentlemen were invited to a State dinner 

at the Palace. A number of Jews, representatives of science and industry. have 

received titles and decorations in commemoration of the golden wedding, 
FRANCE, 

The Grand Rabbin of France has addressed a circular to his colleagues, the 
Grand Rabbins throughout the country, inviting their co-operation in the 
establishment of a Central Jewish Orphan Asylum in the provinces, which shall 
be open to children who do not live in Paris, where the Orphan Asylum can 
scarcely meet local requirements. An institution such as suggested by M. 
Zadoc Kahn has long existed in Holland. The three chief cities. Amsterdam, 
the Hague, and Rotterdam, have their own Jewish Orphan Asylums, and there 
#8 one at Utrecht to which orphans from other parts of the country are sent, 

M. Camille Bloch, Keeper of the Archives in the Department of the Aude, 
had the honour of conducting the King of Sweden through the old town of 
Carcassonne. The numerous historical and archeological particulars given by 


M. Bloch to the royal visitor greatly interested his Majesty, and notably th

GERMANY. 

A very interestin ceremony took place at Leipsic during the course of the 
past week, when a beautiful ‘statue of Felix Mendelssohn Bartholdy was 
unveiled in front of the Concert-Haus, a better place than which it would be 
difficult to find. It is rather late in the day to discharge this dubt to the great 
musician who was at one time a citizen of Leipsic, but it has been worthily done 
at last. The new life-size figure, by Werner Stein. a local sculptor, does justice 
to the fine features so well known to all who love the melodious strains with 
which this sweet singer has enriched the world. Mendelssohn stands with his 
head slightly inclined forward, and with a distant look in his beautiful eyes 


which is always a distinctive markin the contemplative nature. when it is at 
the same time blessed with tho poeti 
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instinct, For music is but poetry in tune, J 


and no music partakes more forcibly of the poetic and romance than Mendele. 
sohn’s airs. At the feet of the master sits an ideal figure of music,and a suitable 
inscription relating to music marks the reverse side, which rests on a pedestal of 
fine red granite. The unveiling was attended by many eminent guests from 4]] 
parts of Germany and elsewhere, among whom one feels grateful to notice the 
only two surviving daughters of Felix Mendelssohn, one of whom isthe wife 
of Prof. Bennecke. of London. the other is Frau Geheimrath Wach, Doctor of 
Law. During the course of the ceremony a selection of the composer's 
music was given,and the whole was brought to a harmonious close by an 
excellent concert. 

A special service has been held in the Temple at Hamburg to commemorate 
the conflagration which wrought such immense havoc in that city fifty years 
ago. A large number of Christians were present. In the terrible days of the 
fire Herr Salomon Heine sent to the Senate of Hamburg the sum of 300.)«y) 
marks for the purpose of immediate relief, and subscribed the amount of 
7.100.000 marks to the loan raised by the city to meet the outlay for rebuilding 
the portion which had been destroyed. 

tector Ahlwardt. the anti-Semite and author of a pamphlet attacking 
Herren Lowe, a Jewish firm of rifle manufacturers, was arrested last week in 
Berlin. His assertions as to the worthlessness of the arms, having been officially 
declared to be untrue, he will probably be proceeded against for libel. 

The order of the Prussian Government fortidding Jewish emigrants from 
Russia to pass through Prussian territory has been revoked. 

Herr Rudolf Mosse, of Berlin, has purchased a large piece of ground at 
Wilmersdorf, on which he will erect an asylum for orphans irrespective of

GREECE. 

Monsignor Dionysius Lata, Archbishop of Zante, lately uttered some 
notable words in the pulpit with respect to the “ Blood Accusation.” He 
solemnly declared that there was not a scintilla of truth in the accusation. 
which was based partly on malevolence and partly on selfish motives, and he 
called down the anger of the Almighty on his head if he had uttered a false- 
hood. He continued that he was fully acquainted with the ceremonial laws 
of the Jews, and was therefore able to state that they were even strictly for- 
bidden to use the blood of animals, ‘As Zante shared with Corfu last year the 
unenviable notoriety of having witnessed excesses against the Jews on account 
of the “blood accusation,’ the Archbishop's utterances have produced an 
excellent moral effect. 

ITALY. 


The Official Gazette publishes an Honoygs’ List, which contains the names 
of a considerable number of Jews in various parts of the country. The highest 
possible distinction, the Grand Cordon of the Crown of Italy, has been con- 
ferred on the distinguished diplomatist, Signor (;iacomo Malvano. Director 
General of Foreign Affairs. Signor Romanin Jacur. a member of the Chamber 
of Deputies, has been appointed Officer of the same Order. 

The Chevalier Isaaco Vivante has died lately at Ancona. He was President 
of the Jewish congregation, and held several mandates from his. fellow citizens 
in the administration of municipal and public philanthropic. institutions, For 
his services to the town the King conferred on him the Knighthood of the 
Crown of Italy. | 

Professor Cesare Lumbroso has been elected Vice-President of the Royal 
Academy of Medicine in Turin. 

ROUMANTA. 


M. Catargi, Minister of the Interior, has ordered the expulsion of all Jews 
settled in the villages of the country. A deputation of Jews from Moldavia 
has visited Bucharest and petitioned the Minister against the decree, pointing 
out that nearly all the Jews affected by it were born in the villages, and that 
they have servedin the army, that many are still in the reserve, and that their 
occupations are such as are sanctioned by the law. M. Catargi replied that he 
would examine into the veracity of the statements placed before him.: In the 
meantime news has reached Bucharest of the expulsion of some 600 Jewish 
families from the districts of Bottuschani and Neamtzu. ‘lhe representative of 
Bottuschani in the Chamber of Deputies has announced his intention to inter- 
pellate the Government on this inhuman and arbitrary measure. The Minister 
of the Interior has also addressed a circular to the authorities on the frontier 
dr-cting them to prevent Jews who come from Russia from entering Roumanian 
territory. 

RUSSIA, 

A rich Jewish landowner, named Jacob-Kallmann, living at Schuz in the 
Government of Mohilew, has been murdered, together with his wife and four 
children. The murderers, to whose identity the police have no clue, also stole 
a quantity of money and valuables, 

TURKEY, 

The entire population of Salonica has suffered an almost personal bereave- 
ment by the death of the philanthropist, Madame Rosina Allatini, widow ol! 
the lamented Dr. Moise Allatini, and mother of the Messrs. Allatini, of London. 
The funeral, which took place on the 10th ult... proved how high this lady was 
held in the estimation of all classes. Among those present were Marshal 
Hussein Fevzi Pasha, representing the Governor-General, Joseph Effendi 
Kriger (a coreligionist), Director General of Political Affairs. and many other 
Turkish notabilities, the Consular body, the personnel of the Bank of Salonica 
and of the Ottoman Bank, a deputation from the Greek community and leading 
representatives of other nationalities resident in Salonica. Since the death ot 
Dr. Allatini the city has witnessed no such imposing funeral. The ceremony, 
as well as Madame Allatini’s death, was the subject of lengthy articles 
in the Turkish journals. 7 : 

The President of the Council of Public Instruction recently visited the 
School of the Alliance Isra¢lite at Bagdad. He examined the pupils, chiefly in 
the Turkish and Arabic languages, and urged on them the importance of 
applying themselves to the former, so that they might eventnstty eater. the 
public service. The President declared that the Sultan treats all his subjects 
without distinction of creed with the same favour, and that the most important 
posts could be attained by every competent person, were he Jew, Mahomedan or 
Christian. These kind words surprised and charmed the poor Jewish children 
who are accustomed to be treated with harshness and hauteur by their 
Mahomedan compatriots. 

The Queen Regent of Spain has appointed M. Levi Modiano Consul- 
General for that country at Salonica. M. Modiano belongs to a family dis- 
tinguished for its philanthropy. \ 

At a meeting of the Committee for the Relief of the Russo-Jewish 
Refugees held the other day at Constantinople, the Acting Chief Rabbi 
announced that he had er the question with the Grand Vizier and had 
obtained from his Highness the assurance that the Porte had already recognised, 
in principle, its duty to assist in the work.

BIRMINGHAM, 

Mr. Ph. Fischeles, Honorary Secretary of the Birmingham Aid Society of 
the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, writes: “It having come to our 
knowledge that, by the advice of Mr. M.J. Green, Secretary of the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, London, a number of young ladies, headed by Mr. B. H. 
Joseph, are about to form a “rival society” in opposition to the one which has 
existed with great success since 1888, and which was the pioneer of all the Aid 
Societies established since in various parts of the United Kingdom on a similar 
basis, we consider that such a step would be very injurious in many respects to 
the now existing institution, as the Birmingham Jewish population is much too 
small to allow of two societies having one and the same aim, for either to be 
successfully carried on, and it would result in an ultimate loss to the funds of 
the parent institution, We would, however, suggest that, if their aim is as ours, 
iv, simply to augment the funds of the institution, they join us as a can- 
vassing Committee to enlarge our sphere of operations, At our next annual 
meeting we shall be pleased to place them on our Committee to assist.us in the 
good work we have in hand,” 


The adjourned general meeting of the Hebrew Board of Guardians was 
held on Sunday last in the Council Chamber, Singer’s Hall, Mr. 8. Gordon in 
the chair. Discussion was resumed on the motion by Mr. J. Jacobs, “That no 
applicant to this Board be referred to the Parish Authorities for outdoor relief.” 
Mr. J. Blaiberg said the strongest argument brought. forward by the proposer 
of the resolution was that the Jewish people were given credit for supporting 
their poor, and did not entirely do so. During the whole of the past year, not 
one applicant had been sent to the Parish Authorities for outdoor relief, except 
as supplementary to the generous amounts given weekly by their Board. There 
were only four such cases, in three of which the husbands were in the infirmary, 
and in-the other the husband had gone to America, and in all these cases grants 
were made from 7s. 6d. to 12s. bd. per week by their Board. Mr. M. L. Dight, 
in supporting the resolution, commended the systematic manner in which the 
Board carried on its work, and said that the paltry sum of £20 received from 
the Parish Authorities could be easily dispensed with. Mr. Bremer said they 
hada perfect right to what they received from the Parish Authorities, since 
every householder contributed to the poor rates. The relief given by the Jewish 
Board was considerably in excess of that given by the Birmingham Board. The 
Rev. G. J. Emanuel remarked that there was no principle involved in the 
motion, it was ohly a matter of sentiment, and false sentiment too. They were 
known to do for their poor more thanany Poor Law Board would do or suggest, 
and their pride was that they tried to raise the status of the poor, and to make 
them self-supporting. It was a false sentiment that they should consider them- 
selves a body altogether outside the general community, they were Englishmen 
as well as Jews, and took their full burden in the work of the State. Messrs. 
Roberts, E. Davis, M. Berlyn, B. Newman and 8S. E, Marks also spoke. Mr. J. 
Jacobs having replied, the resolution was put to the meeting, and lost by a 
large majority, 
Treasurer, and Mr, J, Blaiberg, Honorary Secretary, concluded the meeting. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in replying to an invitation to the annual meeting of the 
Birmingham branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, after having expressed his 
regret at his inability to be present, remarks: “Il may be allowed to take this 
opportunity of repeating the assurance of my sincere sympathy with the suffer- 
ings and persecutions now being undergone by your co-religionists in Russia. 
‘Tne state of things which is being reported from that country is a disgrace to a 
people professing to be a civilized nation, and 1 am convinced that in the long 
run the action ot the authorities will recoil disastrously on themselves and the

For God and the Cear! By J. E. Meppock, London. Geo. Newnes, Limited 

This novel of Jewish life in Russia has been reprinted from 77/-Bits. It is 
a sombre study on a painful theme, which it handles in a spirit of sympathy 
with the unfortunate victims of misgovernment in the great empire of the 
North. Uncle Tom's Cabin. by Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe, did much to put an 
end to slavery in the United States, and the ambition is a noble one which inspires 
other authors to help English reading peoples to realize the atrocious suffering 
which is inflicted in Russis on sensitive human beings whose only crimes are to 
have been born Jews and to adhere to their ancestral faith. The wide circulation 
which has already been secured by “For God and the Czar,” and the extended 
vogue which it will Goubtless have in its new form, are not undeserved by a work 


which transcribes without exaggeration the sad _ record of Russian 
cruelty and barbarism, sweetening the recital with a daughters 


devotion and the fidelity of two lovers. The sufferers themseives are, we suppose, 
not often sufficiently imbued with Western culture, to be articulate in English, 
French or German: yet there are bighly cultivated natures among them, and if 
we could hear an account of the inner life of a tortured Russian Jew, from one 
of themselves, it could hardly fail to be a pathetic and moving document. Mean- 
while, the writers who with dramatic insight throw themselves into the situation, 
and build up their representations of it from the outside, do a good deed in help- 
ing the world to understand the tragedy which is now being enacted on a scale of 
sorrow and pain quite unexampled. Any fiction which attempted to deal with 
the subject in all the truth of its Dantesque proportions would be dismissed as in- 
credible, and in literature it is only possible to treat the hideous and abominable 
mass of human wrong, by selecting a few of the more clear and presentable 
episodes for narration.

Mr. Edward J. Goodman's high reputation as a journalist and novelist is in 
no small degree enhanced as a writer of travel. by the exceedingly readable book 
hefore us. If fiction has the power of diverting a busy or anxious man’s 
thoughts into channels of recreation, pleasing or otherwise, it is equally true of 
well-written books narrating the facts and the pleasurableness of holiday expe- 
ditions in countries not yet known as well beaten tracks. Mr. Goodman's writing 
is famous for its easy and elegant style and vivid pictorial interest. The scenes 
which he describes in this volume are brought home to the reader with a distinct- 
ness perhaps as real as that which is conveyed by the 34 illustrations from en- 
gravings that he has taken pains to include in his book. Norway is a country 
that possesses unusual fascination for Englishmen, and there are few, compara- 
tively, who have visited it. Mr. Goodman's account of the country, and of his 
“ best tour” in it, will probably induce many others to explore that Northern 
region. The interest of books of this class depends largely up» the manner and 
method of treatment. Inthis case the imagination is powerfully stirred, and one 
seems to be passing through all the scenes and experiences narrated, but with 
the addition to those of the author himself, namely, that one feels as though 
travelling with an exceptionally agreeable companion. We cordially recommend 
this bright and cheerful volume to those who desire to be diverted from the stress 
and cares of ordinary life.
